The Slonv "IVfidc Neirs considers 
the ten most remarkable works of 
human labor: — 

1. The pyramids of Egypt, the 
largest of which, near Cairo, 
known as the GroAt Pyra_mi»l, build 
by (Whoops, King of" Egypt, took 
350,000 men twenty years to build. 

2. The artificial reservoir — Lake 
Moeris- — built by Auemomha, of 
the twelfth dynasty, which serves 
to store up the waters of the Nile 
durifig the season of floods and 
distribute them over the land dur- 
ing the dry season. Its cireuin- 
forence was 5,()00 furlongs, and on 
it^ being allowed to fall into ruin 
the fertility of the region became 
to a serious extent a thing of the 
past. 

3. The Taj Mahal, a tomb erect- 
ed at Aga, ill Hindoo.stan, by Shan 
Jehan over his queen, Noor.Iohan. 
It is built of the [iiirest white mar- 
ble and yet seems so airy that 
when seen from a distance it is like 
a fabric of mist and sunbeams, 
with its great dome soaring uj), a 
silvery bubble aliout to burst in 
the sun, nnd even after Vnu have 
touched it and climbed to its sum- 
mil you almost <loiibt its reality. 
It cost over £3,()00,()0(). 

4. The temple of Haalbec, in the 
erection of which stones sixty-two 
feet long, twenty feet broad and 
(Ifteen feet tliitdi have been used — 
mm<> pnMligions mass«>s than have 
ever elsewhere been moved by hu- 
man pow<\r and iniudi exce»'ding in 
size the stones used in the pyramids. 

5. The temple of Karnkak, de- 
scribed by F(»rgus.son a^ fho noblest 
work of arehilccf iiral magniticoiK^e 
ever produced by the hand of man 
It covers twice the area of St. 
Peter's at Rome and undoubtedly 
is one of the finest buildings n the 
world. 

(!. The wall of China, 1,230 miles 
in length. It is twenty feet in 
height and in thickness twoiity-tiv(> 
feet at the b.ise and fifteen fool at 
the to|). 

7. The Eiffid tower, erected on 
the grounds of the 1889 Paris ex- 
hibition, 98i foot high. 

8. The Suez canal, with 88 miles 
of waterway connocJinar the Medi- 
terranean and the Red seas, and 
foiiiiiiiy: lht> principal route to In- 
dia. It cosf, more than £17,000,000 
and 1 72, (!()•> out of ;i'.t9,G77 shares 
wore purchnsed by and b(>long to 
the Hritish govern inont. 

9. The railway bridge (lli(> larg- 
est eanfilovcr bridge in the world) 
over the Forth, with two spans 
each of 1,700 foot, erected at a 
cost of £4,000,000. 

10. The leaning tower of Pisjt, 
which deviates thirteen feet from 
porpendicular.

The other bust is in 
the Chicago Museum of Fine Arts, 
where it was placed shortly after 
the close of the World's Fair. The 
memory of Do I'Epee is revered in 
this country, and f<tr that reason 
these gifts from the deaf of France 
are most acceptable. For the 
benefits of th(> life and services of 
De rKpee, the deaf of America are 
more deeply indebted to the Rev. 
Thomas Hopkins Gallaudet, and it 
is only filing that we should 
iiiijnoss uj>on our foreign brethren 
our due appeciation of both. 

To this end it seems proper to 
sutrgest that the deaf of America 
purchase by popular subscription, 
and present to the deaf of France 
sometiinein 1900duringthe AVorld's 
Fair at Paris, a bust of Thomas 
Hopkins Gallaudet. It is f\i 
proposed that the following • 
iiiitteo assume the responsibility of 
carrying out this suiigestion : W. L. 
Hill, Massachussets, Chairman ; 
Olof Hanson, Minnesota, Secretary ; 
A. G. Draper, District of Columbia,

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In a pica-slngjfed editorial, the 
Kelly Messemje.r, published at the 
North Carolina Institution, an- 
nounces that plans and specifi- 
oations for a new school building 
are complete, and that all arrange- 
ments for its erection have been 
perfected, and the work of build- 
ing will be begun at once. 

The Executive Committee of the 
Institution has "instructed the 
Superintendent to have more brick 
burned as early as practicable," 
which justifies the presumption 
that the Institution makes its own 
bricks, though we never before 
have had any intimation that such 
was the case. If il is really so, they 
should add brick-laying to the list 
of trades t^aught, and thereby get 
the benefit of the pupils' help in 
putting up the school, while the 
pupils tlietnselves would get the 
Iteneflt of an experience which is 
seldom or never attainable in learn- 
iuB the trade in a trade school. 
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The death, in IJaltimore, of an 
aged deaf-mute, from starvation, is 
H [Kiculiarly sad one. , With fwxJ 
and medicines at hand, he was too 
weak to get them, and when dis- 
covered by the kind friend^i who 
hill] hfljK'd him and l)elievpd him 
(•')ii\al<«Miig and strong enough to 
-ct ;ilong without awristanee, he 
WHS too far gone to rally. Il seems 
an error U> have left him all alone, 
and he should have been taken to 
a hospital regardless of his objei;- 
tions. However, no one can blame 
the mission workers for the course 
taken. Ilumamty is prone to err 
in judgment. Onething that this 
case exemplifies to the thoughtless, 
is that a pastor's duties are not 
summed up in the Sunday services 
and a sermon a week. The daily 
calls on thfwe who minister to the 
temporal and spiritual wants of the 
deaf, would astonish the majority 
of deaf-mutes were they made 
known. The field e<jvered by deaf 
ministers is a very wide one, their 
work is mainly with the humble

Washington, D, C, March iil. 
— Friday evening the Literary 
Society held its last meeting lor the 
present term, and a very creditable 
programme was present<!d. 

" The Rise and Progress of Mor- 
mon ism," was the subject of a very 
interesting lecture by Mr. Driggs, 
Normal. It is a topi<; on which he 
should be well-versed; for, though 
not a very orthwlox Mormon him- 
self, he is the flescendant of " pil- 
lars" of that church. He detailed, 
l>ut with souie new particulars, the 
founding of the religion by Joseph 
.Smith, the early removal to Nauvoo, 
Illinois, ( where his mother was 
born,) and their being driven far- 
ther west, their pilgrimage to Great 
Salt Lake and settlement there, 
their temple, the vain eflforfs of 
Government to repress pol3'gHMiy, 
and its annulment by the Mormon 
elders, and many an interestinf- 
and unknown faf;t connected with 
them. He treated the subject in an 
impartial manner, praising the 
courage shown in the toils of the 
westard journey an<l their industry 
and frugality, through which they 
overcame the fort^js of nature and 
become prosperous, but admitting 
the evils of the system of polygamy. 
He ridiculed the absurd ifleas enter- 
tained of the Mormons as mon- 
strosities by many strangers, and 
showed that but for polygamy — now 
abolished- the general <loctrine is 
that of Protestant Christianity. 
He gave a few extracts from the 
" Hook of Mormon," which is l>e- 
lleved in by them in a^ldition to the 
Bible. A f^ising vote of thanks 
was tendered him at the conclusion 
of the lecture. 

The question for jfebate was, 
" Do the evils of foreign immigra- 
tion threaten to overbalance its 
l»enefit/« ?" Mr. Runde,'01 , and Mr. 
L. Kossfiu, I. C, supported the af- 
firmative, and Mr. Moran, '01,an<l 
Mr. Strong, I. C, the negative. 
All did well, both in delivery and

The formidableness of the craft, to 
an observer, would not be in any 
means of defense or offcmse in 
stand up fight, but in its fearful 
engitres of destruction, the dy nan) lie 
guns, whici) can send foi-th their 
deadly missiles from a safe distance, 
the narrow prow making but small 
mark, and its specid enabling it to 
overhaul suddenly, and unexpect- 
edly, or flee froD) a larger <!raft. 

Amidship was the small galley, 
from whi(!h came the a|)peti/,ing 
odor of crisp fried pork, pi'epared 
by a stalwart bai-e-arined blue- 
jacket; of this a reading-room for 
ofTicers evidently; and forward of it 
one for men; furtheraft, sky lights

Mr. John Quinn, of who.se seri- 
ous illness we referred to ir) ou)' 
hist letter-, died Sunday afternoon, 
March IStli, at four o'clock. His 
death occurred urrder very distress- 
ing circurnstaiices — having litei'al- 
ly died of starvation and surround- 
ed by the most abjtjct poverty. 
Mr. (iuirrrr came to Haltimoi-e from 
Macon, Geor-gia, about ten year's 
ago. He was fin expert varnislKfr 
and cabinetmaker-, and easily ob- 
tained employment, continuing 
with the same fir-m for marry ycnirs. 
In (course of time, however, the 
serrior partner of the firm died, 
arrd a dissolution followed. This 
threw (^uinr) out of work, jirrd be- 
ing now an old man and in feeble 
hoiUh, his quests for other work 
)))et with failui'e. Hit small stock 
of money'soon ran out, and he was 
foi'ced to resort to peddling soap irr 
aixi a)-ou))d Haltirnore. This W)is !i 
bitU^r l)low to the old man. Heirrg 
intelligent arrd rofirre*! arrd of a 
sensitive temper-amerrt, he brooded 
over his posilior) to such an exterx 
as to absolutely shun the company 
of his (leaf friends. Duririg the 
irasi year, i)arti(iilarly, very little 
was seer) of him. He lived alorre 
in ;i small attic, rented fi'orri a 
fanrily of Russian .lews, and in or)e 
of liie pooiest and most obscure 
sections of East Baltimore. His 
illrress whs reported to Grace 
Church Guild about a week ago, 
and i))ot)(!y and food wos at orrce 
furnished him. Arr attempt was 
also made to r<'n)ove hirr) t.o orre of 
the hospitfils of the <!ily, but t,o 
this t^uinn str-enuously objected, 
asserting that his illness was 
slight, and but temporary. A few 
days pjissed, and he was r-eported 
to bo on the road to recovery. 
Then came thct annourrcement that 
he was ser'iously ill. Mr. O. J. 
Whildin, to whom this report was 
rria<le, at otxje hurried to his bed- 
side, and called in a doe.tor, who 
administered help. Arrarrgements 
wer-e at once made for his removal 
to the <!lly hospital, but Quinn was 
too far gone, arrd soon after Ik- 
pas.se(| away, surr'ouirded by a few 
rxMgh hours and a d(!af-mrrte 
frierrd r)amed Karrfmat), who haj)- 
perxid to be preserrt. It seems 
that Quinn, who was utterly alone, 
was sud<l«'nly seized with illneiw, 
arxl l>eing ur)al>le eitlx>r to ctfll 
for l)el|) or to help l)ii))self, ar- 
tl)o))gl) neighbour's and food were 
near at harxl, lay dowrr orr Iris cot 
and r'csigned himself to slow star- 
vaticm. When finally discovered, 
he was bf^yond hurnfrn aid. An)- 
ong his effects were found sev^util 
letters of r'econtmeiidHtion and n 
srrrjill su)rr of rrroney. His body 
was i-emoved to the Morgue. Mr. 
O. J. Whildin, Lay Roiider of 
iiriiCM tJhurch arrd pr'csiflent of the 
Ephphatha Guild, whiidr has, for 
its ol)ject (iharitable and mirrisleri- 
al work, been irnable to bear the 
idea of allowirrg »i deaf-rrrrrtx) to be 
buri(!d in the I'ottru-'s field, the 
next day, |)rocured a jrermft from 
the Hciilth Department for the re- 
n)Oval of his body, and it was at 
once prepared for burial. The 
furreral took phice at Gr-ace Church, 
Tuesday afterrroon, at three 
o'clock. About thirty deaf-mules 
wi're in atlerxlanee. Rev. Jer-e. 
Knode Cooke, Assistarrt Mi))ister 
of Grace Church, read the burial 
service at the chur'ch and at the 
grave. Mr. Whildin interpr-eted 
for the d(!af ,and arrd also made arr 
address ir) which he spoke of the 
deceased's life and his sad end. 
The pall-beariM's were all deaf- 
mutes, as follows: — Isaac Kauf- 
frnan, Elmer Hutterbaugh, Ivoiris 
Nicholson arrd Aaron Froidenrich. 
Amorrg those at the funeral besides 
those already merrtiorrrtfl were: Mrs. 
Leitrrer, Mr-s. O. J. Whildirr, Miss 
Webster, Mr. Buchett, Mr. (Jeor'ge 
Boss, Mr. Ftddpirsch, Miss Ph-tzer, 
Mr. Fulkrrer, Miss Eckert, Mr.

Mr. Quint) having no relatives, 
tlx! whole resporrsibility for the 
furx^ral expenses have devolved on 
Mr. Whildin. Dr-. E. M. Gallaudet, 
who krrew Quinn quite well, he hav- 
ing Ixten H pupil of the Kendall 
School in the early sixties and also 
a member f>f th«! Preparatory Class 
of the College, hearing of the sad 
ending of his former pupil, sent a 
per'sonal <!or)lr)butior) of five dol- 
lars. Already about twerrty dollars 
havi! beerr )-ais(<d, arrd it is ho[)«!(l 
the balance will soon be forlhcrom- 
irrg. This case is a sad one. We 
seldr)m hear of its like, although 
there have occurred fr-equontlyoises 
approach irrg it in seventy. The 
wliolo matter (emphasizes the need 
the <l(!af h)ive for past/iral over- 
sight.

MuTRs' Jouknal: — 

Drak Sir: — I notice in your 
(Mlitorial of March third, an error 
has crept in which I wish to cor- 
rect. At the tnecHng referred to, 
the first step^ were taken to effect 
the transfer of the Endowment 
Fund of Ir^t. Ann's FVee Church 
for Deif-Mutes to St. Matthew's 
Pew-Kenting Church, but that un- 
holy purpose cannot be consummat- 
ed for Slime months to (!ome. You 
will -iemember at the Parish me(^t- 
iivg of SI. Ann's, lu-ld iti June last, 
Dr. Krans gave the, pledge that 
the Endowment Fund should be 
used by the Deaf-Mules only, and 
that they should elect deaf-mute 
Trustees. , 

You will also call to mind his 
promise that the new St. Ann's 
Chnich should be commenced this 
spring, and cotnpleted this sum- 
mei', so as to be ready for use in 
the fall. Huti now he states that it 
It will not be begun foi two years. 
You may dejand upon it th<i church 
will never bo built unless the 
Bishop insists upon the immediate 
carrying out of the contract. 

Th('r(^ is no ex<'use for the delay. 
There is a, mortgage of twenty-five 
tliDUsiMid dollais (#25,000) maturing 
this s|)i'ing, which sliould be used 
for the luiilding of the church. 

The three lots out of tlu proceeds 
of the sale of whicdi they propose 
to «>rect the church at some future 
time, cost exactly twenty-one thou- 
sand dollars (*21,0()()), and were 
turiKMl over to SI. Matlhew's(!hurch 
ai the price in the sworn inventory, 
and there is no reason whj'St. Mat- 
thew's people should make three or 
four thousand more out of the pooi 
deaf-mutes. I^'urtlier, the longer 
the (lelay in (luilding, the more 
moiu\v goes into St.. Matthew's 
treasury, for every year they d<>lay 
building, tlie interest on $26,000 at 
4 J per cent, which is il,125, 
inures to the benefit of St. Mat- 
thi'w's Church.

Looks as if the purchase of 
ground outside of this cit^ for a 
new institution for the deaf, has 
gone glimmering for this year and 
legislalure. This is greatly to be 
regret ted. The time and the 
State's finances, especially the lat- 
ter, do not si'ciu Id warrant Die un- 
dertaking. 

On Tuesi.i..^i »-\«iiing, ilio Ibmwe 
Committee held a meeting on the 
matter, and the outcome of it was 
that the Committee d«'cided to re- 
commend an appropriation of 
$87,000, to bo used for now boilers, 
an electric light plant and a new 
school building. The new school 
building is to adjoin the main 
structur*', and to be motlern in its 
build. 

The boilers, which, from long 
use, are beyond repair, need re- 
placing, and it is intended to put 
in an electric light plant with them 
and thus save cost, and, at the 
same lime, give the building ;u)d 
grounds l)etter lighting. 

A bill establishing day schools 
throughout the State for the Deaf, 
was introduced yesterday. When 
it is printed, we shall have more to 
say on the sul>ject

the supreme fact that integrity of 
character, purity and steadfast 
faith in (io<J, constitute the strong- 
est and safest foundations. 

Mrs. Booth was a ehart<*r mein- 
lM)r of this church, which was or- 
ganized in 1846, and has held un- 
interrupted connection with it for 
more than 51 years. Though shut 
out fi'om hearing the gospel and 
from the voicn <-f song, she, in the 
earlier years, did not forget her 
obligations, and later for a long 
period, until failing strength pre- 
vented, she was always present and 
participated with her brothers and 
sisters in the joy and comfort of 
ea<;h recurring communion season. 
Her interest in this church and its 
ministers all these years has l>een 
constant ami loving, and many 
times haj) she told her children and 
grandchildren how much she long- 
ed to hear a -sermon and to hear 
.the music and singing. Though 
we parted with her at last with 
deep sorrow, and thougli the blow 
has fallen with crushing and 
fKJCuliar fone on her faithful com- 
panion of more than fifty-Wiven 
years, yet we thank God that the 
longings of these years of silenfje 
hav • be»'n realiwKl, and that wmgs 
and prais"s and everlasting joy 
shall be her perpetual heritage.

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win the crown of heroism on the 
cross or at the stake, in a moV) of 
wild men with Paul at Lystra, or 
under the hot breath of lions or 
the teeth of tigers with many of 
the martyrs at Rome. * * * Men 
are not stoned, sawn asunder, slain 
with the sword, in these days, for 
confessing Christ. They are not 
forced to waiuler about in slieej)- 
skins and goatskins, being desti- 
tute, afflicted, tormented. They are 
not driven info deserts, mountains, 
dens and caves of the earth, liecause 
they are willing to be known as 
Christians in our times. Thank 
fiod all these tortures and deaths 
have passed away like adark dream. 
The Sun of Righteoqsness has arisen 
with healing in his wings for the 
fierce fanaticisms and inhuman 
(iruelties of the distempered aires. 
Let u.-i not only thank God that a 
partially christ,iani7/ed civilization 
lias turned from such deeds of dark- 
ness, but let us thank (iod with 
fuller hearts that such proofs of 
heroism are no long<-r demanded. 
Surely we have much occasion to 
rejoice that almost all opportunity 
for si*ectfw;ular heroism has jjasscl 
away, though doubtless the proofs 
of courage which were rfyjuired in 
the martyr ages were impressive 
evidences of devotion to the I^ord. 
Yet no man shall surpass me in ad- 
miration of those grand souls who 
mmle a spectacle to angels and men 
in ancient amphitheaters and me- 
dieval and modern inquisitions, 
yielding themselves to wild f)easfs, 
racks, wheels and flames, willing- 
ly — nay, joyfully — rather than deny 
the Lord. * * 

To me, Paul, toiling patiently on 
at his work as a tent maker in 
Corinth, is quite as heroic a figure 
as Paul fighting with wild beasts 
at P^phesus. Doubtless he was 
equally heroic in either condition. 
To me, Agnes, the most healthily 
and heartily heroic Christian nurse 
of whom i have ever read, not ex- 
cepting Florence Nightingale her- 
self, showed the heroic life most 
gloiiously when for years she stay 
ed at home caring for an invalid 
mother with a C/'hristian daughter's 
devotion, all the while powerfully 
drawn to enter upon the life which 
in after years made her famous. * 
* I have no doubt that some of 
us are failing in duties which we 
see as clearly as we see each other's 
faces this beautiful day, and who 
think we could be really heroic in 
some other place. Now, I am very 
sure that the heroic life is simply a 
life of obedience, of duty-doing — 
whether it be in high or low con- 
ditions — great or small surround- 
ings, 'i'he heroic life roots itself in 
the surrender of onc'.s .self lo tht- 
law of Christ. 

Of this calm li» .....^u. ,,i,i ..^i^icr's 
life has b<'en a signal and shining 
example. Shut out from the worhl 
in which we move^ — -where words 
have wings to bear our thoughts — 
never hearing even the voice of her 
own husband with whom she walk- 
ed in joy and sorrow for fifty-seven 
years, never hearing the glad voic^is 
of her children, sons and daughters, 
who have grown to strong manhood 
and noble womanhood, she has 
nevertheless so lived ttiat her chil- 
dren rise up and call hi-r blessed ; 
and her husband, now in his H8th 
year. Is foreefl U) cry from a wjrely 
bruised heart : "This is the hard- 
est blow that ever struck me !" 

What a wholewjme rebuke such a 
life is to the weak, fussy, feverish 
lives of souls that are forever com- 
plaining of lack of opixjrtunity to 
walk in ways that win sf)cial dis- 
tinction or gain the world's admira- 
tion. What a stimulus — what a 
fine stimulus — such a life is fo souls 
that cherish a true ambition to be 
worthy of remembrance by doing 
worthily and patiently the tasks — 
the humble, daily, homely tasks — 
which cost courage, toil, exactness, 
punctuality, and build character 
which blesses the world and moves 
serenely on to the mansions of 
(iod I 

Such aonln do not confer with 
flesh and bhKxl, but move to the 
music of duty, and find themwdves 
at last in the front ranks of thosrs 
elect spirits who have saved their 
children and done much to save so- 
ciety from feeding its hunger on 
froth and foam, or wrecking itself 
among the whirlfxKjIs of folly or on 
the rrjcks of shame!

For two years she has been un- 
able to come to that feast in body. 
For about one year she has been 
<;onfine(l lo her chair and her bed. 
Sin<;(! her faculties began lo decline, 
her huHliand has kept his plaf«} day 
and night by her side with just but 
heroic tenderness, watching the 
slow transfiguration and won<Iering 
if he might n^J fail first. Her 
children and gr/<Li,^whi!dicn liuve at 
times kept tryst with him at her 
side. When, only a few days since, 
herdaughter wasforceil to return to 
her home in the south. Mother 
Booth slowly spelled out on failing 
fingers, "H-e-a-v-e-n 1" — her fare- 
well to her husband, tf> her children, 
to IIS all ! Let us copy her hero- 
ism ! Let us copy her love for her 
Lord! Amen! 

That always uplifting hymn, 
"Jesus, I»ver of My Soul," was 
then rendered by the choir, follow- 
ed by interment in Riverside Cem- 
etery and the closing prayer at 
the grave by Mr, Millikan. 
' The cboir consisted of Misses 
Jennis Niles and I>ora Hartman, 
with Mrs. J. S. Stacy at the organ. 
The pall-bearers were A. Heitch- 
en, H. Wiii-zbacher, C. A. Wildey, 
K. J. Wood, A. A. Myrick and K. 
M. Harvey. Judge Stacy was in 
charge of the general arrangements. 
The floral decorations, by request 
of the family, were simple though 
approjiriale. A cluster of calla 
lilies, caught with white illusion 
laid upon the casket, which was 
festooned with smilax. Bouquets 
of roses, sprays of autumn leaves, 
palms and other plants, also fitly 
attested the love and esteem of 
mourning kindred and friends. 

It was very har<l for the aged 
W)mpafiion fo bid goofl-byo tf) her 
with whom he had walked for morr- 
than fifty seven years. Though 
Mr. Booth is a semi-mute — deaf but 
having command of speech — yet 
they were almost wholly isolated ; 
in the world and yof not of the 
world. If we reflect a moment, this 
separation, in the natun; of the 
case, means much more to the one 
who is left than to those who hoar 
and who can join in the social and 
religious privileges of life. Yet it 
is a consoling thougiit to the chil- 
dren that Father and Mother en- 
joyed the many Jdessirigs of an 
education, and that even in their 
isolation they had peculiar and 
happy capacities for bringing sun- 
shine and contentment into each 
other'slives, though many struggles 
and deprivations marked the ear- 
lier years of their jiiligrimage to- 
gether in the pioneer period. How 
can he Ixj otherwise than grateful, 
then as the laore than half century 
brings in sweet retrospeia the labors 
and the loves of the wife and mother 
wrought into the home and wrought 
out in the lives of those permitted 
to dwell therein ? Yes, he is grate- 
ful, even in his solitude, and the 
span of separation will be a narrow 
one at the farthest. Yes, we chil- 
dren are grateful likewise, though 
we have home and loved ones' still 
with us, but how urisj)eakable, how 
immeasurable the <lebf, we owe to 
our mother ! May every one of 
those she held in her heart in these 
homes and in the homes of her 
brothers and sisters, join her in the 
everlasting home beyond ! 

How better can we close these 
tributes of love to our mother than 
by the irni»ressive lines from Helen 
Marion Itiirnside, in a poem en- 
titled.
